BIN LADEN IS DEAD 


O President Obama confirms long-sought 9-11 mastermind killed last week during U.S.-led operation 


Osama bin Laden, the glowering 
mastermind behind the Sept. 11, 
2001, terror attacks that killed 
thousands of Americans, was 
killed in an operation led by the 
United States, President Barack 
Obama said last night. 

A small team of Americans 
carried out the attack and took 
custody of bin Laden’s remains, 
the president said in a dramatic 
late-night statement at the 
White House. 

A jubilant crowd gathered 
outside the White House as 
word spread of bin Laden’s 
death after a global manhunt 
that lasted nearly a decade. 

“Justice has been done,” the 
president said. 

The development comes just 
months before the 10th anniver¬ 
sary of the Sept. 11 attacks on 
the World Trade Center towers 
in New York and Pentagon in 
Washington, orchestrated by bin 
Laden’s al-Qaida organization, 
that killed more than 3,000 peo¬ 
ple. 

The attacks set off a chain of 
events that led the United States 
into wars in Afghanistan and 
then Iraq.

Sgt. Geoff Buxcey said 
Bashaw RCMP is treating 
the 17 deaths as “related,” 
but would not speak about 
possible suspects. 

“It’s one of those crimes 
that’s difficult to solve,” 
said Buxcey. “1 am very con¬ 
cerned, especially to have 
people have this happen to 
them over and over again.”

O We asked the three leading candidates to respond to opponents’ jabs 



The rap: Liberal Leader 
Michael Ignatieff has 
lived outside of Canada 
for a number of years and 
shouldn’t be trusted. 

The counter-punch: “1 
think the fact that I’ve lived 
outside the country is a rea¬ 
son to trust me more. I’ve 
got international experi¬ 
ence. This is a prime minis¬ 
ter who lost our seat on the 
Security Council of the 
United Nations. This is the 
prime minister who 
presided over the decline in 
our international prestige. 

“And what is he saying 
here? The only good Cana¬ 
dian is the Canadian who’s 
never left the country. That 


doesn’t sound right to me. 
A Canadian is a Canadian. 
I’m proud of what 1 did 
overseas and I’m proud I’ve 
come back to serve.” 

The rap: Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper doesn’t re¬ 
spect democracy. 

The counter-punch: “1 
think the people who are 
out of office always say it’s 
undemocratic. We’ve re¬ 
ceived two mandates from 
the Canadian population. 
We hope to receive a third 
and we’ll accept whatever 
the democratic judgment of 
Canadians is. 1 think we’re 
in this election, to a signifi¬ 
cant extent, because the 
other parties have simply 
refused to accept the demo¬ 
cratic judgment of Canadi¬ 
ans and are forcing election 


after election after election. 

“This is, 1 think, why 
Canada needs a stable ma¬ 
jority Conservative govern¬ 
ment: so that we deal with 
the real issues, not all these 
parliamentary manoeuvres, 
which, frankly, 1 think, turn 
the public off. Instead, Par¬ 
liament should focus on the 
economy and the real con¬ 
cerns of Canadians.” 

The rap: New Democratic 
Party Leader Jack La 5 fton 
can’t be trusted with the 
economy. 

The counter-punch: “First, 1 
think the old-line parties 
have lost the trust of Cana¬ 
dians, and people are ask¬ 
ing themselves who they 
can trust to be on their side 
to focus on the issues that 
concern their family. 


“When it comes to offer¬ 
ing a good balanced budget 
and fiscal responsibility, the 
party that in power has 
shown itself to have the 
best record is the NDP. That 
was a study done by the fi¬ 
nance department, and 
there are the very good cur¬ 
rent examples of the NDP 
government in Manitoba, 
with nine balanced budgets 
in a row, and the recent 
budget just approved in the 
House of Assembly in Nova 
Scotia, with a surplus — 
again, another NDP govern¬ 
ment. In fact, when you go 
to Saskatchewan, they’ll tell

0; This past weekend, the 
Toronto Sun reported that 
in 1996 police found you in 
a known bawdy house but, 
because they had no evi¬ 
dence of an offence, laid no 
charges against you. Can 
you speak to the allega¬ 
tions and what impact this 
story will have on what 
had been shaping up as 
fantastic showing by your 
party? 

A: “Well, 1 answered those 
questions in some detail 
yesterday, so Tm not going 
to through it again. You’ll 
find all of that available, 
you and your reporters. But 


this is a kind of smear poli¬ 
tics that a lot Canadians re¬ 
ject. No wonder it’s hard to 
get people involved in poli¬ 
tics if this completely un¬ 
founded innuendo is going 
to characterize what goes 
on in politics.” 

Stephen Harper 

0; You said all minority- 
government scenarios 
would lead to another elec¬ 
tion. If one of the other par¬ 
ties wins a minority, would 
you then work with other 
opposition parties to imme¬ 
diately defeat that govern¬ 
ment? 

A: “Well, as you know. I’m 
in this election to win. 
We’re confident in victory. 
The mandate we’re looking 
for from the Canadian peo¬ 


ple is a majority mandate, 
so we don’t get into all of 
those other scenarios. All of 
those other scenarios — 
(whereby) the NDP desire 
to form a minority coali¬ 
tion (and) get the backing 
of the Liberals and the Bloc 
Quebecois — are unstable. 
That simply leads us to an¬ 
other election.” 

Michael Ignatieff 

0; You’ve said that the Lib¬ 
erals represent the only op¬ 
tion to beat the 
Conservatives, to stop 
them from having a majori¬ 
ty. But your party has gone 
down in the polls. With the 
level you’re at, how do you 
expect voters to continue 
see the Liberals, not the 
NDP, as the alternative? 


A: “Well, 1 just think on 
Monday Canadians have 
got to choose a govern¬ 
ment. They’ve got to 
choose someone who’s ac¬ 
tually been in government, 
actually done this. The NDP 
has never formed a federal 
government in the histoiy 
of Canada. 

We’ve got a choice be¬ 
tween a Liberal platform 
that’s costed and makes 
sense — with a Liberal 
team that has experience 
— versus basically more 
years of Harper, which is 
debt, deficit and misman¬ 
agement. 1 think these 
choices are becoming clear 
to Canadians. 1 don’t think 
that people regard the NDP 
as a serious party of govern¬ 
ment.”

The alterna¬ 
tive, at this point has be¬ 
come an NDP government 
with a very different path. 


which would be massive, 
unaffordable spending 
promises to be financed by 
tax hikes that would stall 
our recovery and kill jobs 
and set Canadian families 
back. 

Jack Layton: 

“Because Ottawa is broken 
and people in Ottawa get to 
see that up close and per¬ 
sonal when they see the 
shenanigans in Parliament 
Hill, the contempt in Parlia¬ 
ment, the bickering and at¬ 
tacks going back and forth. 
The divisive approach to 


politics that gets played out 
there and people want it 
fixed.

EDUCATION IS 
KEY TO HELPING 
OTHERS UNDER¬ 
STAND WHAT irs 
LIKE TO LIVE 
WITH A MENTAL 
DISORDER 


The Canadian Mental Health 
Assoeiation is celebrating the 60th 
anniversary of Mental Health Week 
from May 1 to 7. Part of the CMHA’s 
goal is to raise awareness that one in 
five people in Canada—that’s more 
than six and a half million Canadians— 
experience a mental health issue during 
their lifetime, and that there’s no shame 
in admitting it. 


In fact, when you share your story 
with someone else, they’re more likely 
to open up as well. Perhaps their 
mother is being treated for clinical 
depression or their uncle is living with 
schizophrenia, and they haven’t had 
anyone to discuss this with. 

Mental health issues touch every 
class, religion and race—they don’t 
discriminate, and neither should we. 
“People may judge someone with a 
mental health issue and treat them 
negatively,” says Peter Coleridge, 
National CEO, CMHA. “In fact, most 
people living with a mental health 
issue say that people’s negative attitude 
and behaviors are worse than the 
symptoms they feel.” 

This type of discrimination affects 
all areas of the person’s life. It can 
prevent them from getting hired, 
promoted or keeping a job; finding or 
keeping a place to live; getting proper 
health care; or getting insurance. They 
may even be blamed for their 


conditions or viewed as weak. 

So how can Canadians help dispel 
the stigma of mental health issues? 
“One of the best ways is to tell 
someone who doesn’t know about your 
mental health disorder or help others 
tell their stories,” says Coleridge. Here 
are four other steps that will help make 
a difference: 

THINK ABOUT THE WORDS YOU USE Say, “A 
person living with schizophrenia” and 
not “a schizophrenic” 

CONSIDER HOWTO SUPPORT Help the people 
you know who are living with a mental 
health issue, just as you would if they 
had a physical health problem. 

SPEAK UP when you see discrimination or 
a law or policy that unfairly excludes 
those with mental health issues. 

VOLUNTEER for a mental health 
organization.

CANADIANS ABOUT 
THE IMPORTANCE OF 
REDUCING STRESS 
AND ANXIETY 

In this high-tech age, many people no longer 
work a traditional 9-to-5 workday from 
Monday to Friday. Instead, they end up 
checking their work email from home in the 
evening, on the weekend and on holiday to 
try to keep up with ever-increasing 
workloads. 

According to Human Resources and Social 
Development Canada, one in four Canadians 
work 50 hours a week or more, compared to 
one in 10 a decade ago. In fact, many 
employees are now expected to be available 
24/7, making it even harder to achieve a 
work-life balance. “But as tough as it can be 
to restore that balance, it should be everyone’s 
goal,” says Peter Coleridge, National CEO, 
CMHA. “That means figuring out what will 
improve your work-life balance, then 
committing to making those changes.” 

What’s the consequence if you don’t? The 


Conference Board of Canada found that 
workers who reported a high degree of stress 
balancing their work and family life missed 
7.2 days of work each year, compared to the 
3.6 days missed by those who reported very 
little stress. 

Never mind that when employees take 
stress leaves, it negatively impacts 
companies’ bottom lines. A 2003 report in 
The Insurance Journal says mental illness 
accounts for 30% of disability claims, costing 
businesses $15 to $33 billion annually in 
Canada. Research by CAMH published in 
the Journal of Environmental Medicine in 
2010 says lost productivity and absenteeism 
brings the figure up to $51 billion. 

So why are so many of us burning the 
candle at both ends? Partly because we need 
the money; one survey found that 37 per cent 
of Canadians who didn’t take time off when 
they experienced health problems related to 
stress, anxiety or depression felt they couldn’t 
because they needed the income. Plus, they 
were concerned about the stigma and 
negative attitudes related to mental health 
issues. 

“The best thing managers and employers 
can do for their own health, and that of their 
staff, is to lead by example and model a 
healthy work-life balance,” says Coleridge. 
That means not eating lunch at your desk, 
limiting overtime hours and electronic 
communication during non-work hours and 
taking vacation time. The benefits to 
professional and personal bottom lines? 
Priceless. 




















THINGS THAT GO 
BUMP IN THE NIGHT 



Almost all young children can be scared by a 
loud clap of thunder or be afraid to sleep alone 
in the dark. “With patience and understanding, 
parents can usually help their kids overcome 
these and other common childhood fears,” 
says Peter Coleridge, CEO, National CMHA. 

Often, what scares kids stems from 
experiences they can’t understand that feel 
threatening to them. Examples include snakes, 
mice and spiders—especially if the child has 
seen an adult react in terror when 
encountering those creatures. 

Witnessing a traumatie event at a young 
age, such as cat being run over by a car, can 
leave lasting fiightening memories. Fears can 
also develop from low self-esteem, which can 
lead to bullying by peers, further deepening 
the original insecurity. 

“Regardless of what kids are afraid of, they 
need the comfort and reassurance of their 
parents or guardians more than anything else,” 
says Coleridge. These five steps can help: 

GIVE LOVING SUPPORT AND SET RELIABLE LIMITS 

Children need to know they’re loved and 


that their parents will set definite limits on 
what they’re allowed to do. This will 
provide the sense of security kids need to 
try new experiences fearlessly. 

FIND PRACTICAL SOLUTIONS If your son is afraid of 
the dark at bedtime, plug in a night-light in 
the bedroom and hall and give him a cuddly 
toy to hug. 

PRACTICE SKILLS If your daughter is afraid of 
catching a ball or playing soccer, spend time 
playing those games with her until she feels 
more confident about her ability. 

REASSURE, THEN REASSURE AGAIN This is 
particularly important if your child is 
worrying about dying. Repeat that it’s 
unusual for healthy kids to die—and offer 
lots of hugs. 

PRAISE ACCOMPLISHMENTS Praising even small 
successes will encourage your child to try 
again. On the other hand, being critical will 
make him or her afraid to try new things. 


WHERE TO FIND HELP 

Most of US go through life solving our everyday problems without needing 
professional help to cope. But if overwhelming feelings of anger or despair are 
affecting your quality of life, help is at hand. 

A good place to start is your family doctor, who can refer you to a psychiatrist, 
psychologist, another therapist such as a social worker or a self-help group, depending 
on your situation and needs.
